"I don't want my son to go through the hard- 
ships and suffering I had," remarked a father. 
"I want him to always be happy. And there 
isn't а thing I won't do for that boy of mine." 

And this father was as good as his word. His 
son had the best of material things that money 
could buy. He had his car when he was sixteen; 
his suits came from the top tailoring outfits; 
he went to the best schools; and took two trips 
abroad. Family financial problems were never 


rii to his attention. He was taken into: 


the father's business and given a good salary. 
He fell in love with a girl and wanted to marry 
her. Her father raised but one objection: “Не 
isn’t p to stand up under the hard knocks 
of life. He'll crack wide open when the going 
gets rough." i 

"My daughter is going to have an entirely dif- 
ferent life than I had," remarked her widowed 
mother. “The best is none too good for her. 
I don't want her to know the suffering and 
poverty I had to go through." 

And that girl is being raised in an ivory tower. 
With happiness as the only legitimate object 
in life. Fun, and plenty of it while you are 
single. And when you are married-it should 
be a romance that goes on forever. No clouds 
on the horizon and no rough sailing. When her 
aunt was fatally ill in the hospital her mother 
would not take her there. Why? “I don’t want 
her to see the other side of life.” 

Is this a madness that is taking hold of a lot 
of parents? In my own city you have to walk 
only three blocks from an “exclusive” section of 
the town to see the slum area. The tough hard 
knocks, the pinching of a penny, the lack of 
substantial goods, the continuous bickering be- 
tween mother and father, wilh illness and ac- 
cidents banging at the door-seem to be the norm. 


_MEDITATES 


It is a normal thing for parents to desire 
that the lot of their children be bettered. But 
in doing so they go overboard. They present to 
their offsprings a one-sided sheltered picture 
of life. Not life as a whole but just one phase. 
And the tragedy of it is that this presented 
phase-the pursuit of happiness-becomes the goal 
of life. 

So Louise falls in love with Bill. She shuts 
her eyes and does daydreaming. That little cot- 
tage in the suburbs. Bill doesn’t have to spend 
many hours away from home. Never a problem. 
Never a worry. So she marries him and what 
happens in a two year period? The mortgage 


payment was met only by borrowing money from 


a finance company at a high rate of interest. 
And how is that egies going to be met? 
Bill changed his job three times. There never 
is enough money to pay all the bills. 

The baby takes up so much time, and baby 
was sick and needed a lot of specialists. Wor- 
ries-and more of them. What happened to hap- 
piness? Where it is? Louise finds she is suffer- 
ing and has already consulted some experts in 
the field. She just isn’t prepared to handle this 
phase of life. One great expert recently point- 
ed out that all people are obliged to suffer in 
a various way. And that “happiness” is a by- 
product of resolving partially or wholly exas- 
perating and difficult situations. This is a fa- 
mous M.D. speaking and not a religious leader. 
I recently suggested to a parent that she, her 
daughter, and even the father, ask for an ap- 
pointment with their religious leader. Have a 
heart-to-heart talk with their nineteen year old 
daughter about the fact that life can be hard 
and tough and not a bed of roses. You should 
have heard the objections raised: 


"We don't want her to know that side of 
life-yet.” As she phrased it there was a time 
limit. When? And how? I can almost predict 
what is going to happen the first time 'that 
this girl runs headlong into a bout with unpleas- 
antness. She will blame someone. Who? Her 
father and mother, of course! 

When people tell you that their marriage hit 
the rocks because of "incompatability"— I sub- 
mit there is a different explanation for this 
term than the one generally used. Namely, that 
they were "incompatabile" because they were 
unable to work out together the hard problems 
and knocks of life. My old grandmother had 
the path of happiness together. But it takes real 
people to handle the bumps and knocks of life 
together." 

At present there is a great outpouring of 
books on the problems of Sex. Parents are urg- 
ed to read these books and thus be in a sound 
position to help their children intelligently know 
the situations to be faced. There are bocks for 
Talks With Girls. And books for Talks With 
Boys. The parents are told they must be frank 
and truthful. 

Why not the same so that our children get 
a real truthful picture of what life is. I just 
had a father, slat to explode at the many 
things his son demands tom him, tell me: 
“When are we going to get it through the heads 
of our kids that there is no money tree in the 
back yard?” 

A lot of us in life cherish illusions ad delu- 
sions. We still go on looking for the pot of 
gold at the end of the rainbow. But what hap- 
pens when illusions and delusions go smack 
against the wall of reality? Do’ we close our 
eyes and stuff up our ears? Do we stick our 
head in the sand like the story they tell us about 
the ostrich when danger is near? Or should we 
take the attitude of our pioneer parents when 
they crossed the plains in covered wagons: “Life 
has got a lot of things on its way and you are 
better prepared to meet them-if you know what 
they are and what to do.” So Jane knew how to 
dance and sing when they made merry at a stop 
on the plain. But she also knew what to do 
when an Indian attack took place. Life wasn’t 
one sided for her. It was a complete picture 
with nothing left out. 

It’s about time a lot of parents did the same. 
There is no way to escape your share of wor 
and problems. But there is a way to handle 


them sensibly. This is what parents must teach | 


their children.

Among the many letters which I receive ask- 
ing for advice and help there was one today that 
wanted neither. Just a girl a bit puzzled and 
angry.
